A GREAT PLAY. 


“Friends” Made a Fine Hit at the Grand 
Last Night. 

A remarkable dramatic performance was 
witnessed last night at the Grand. Atlanta 
did not show that she accepted much of the 
favorable notices which preceded the coming 
of the company which produced ‘Friends’ 
and therein missed a charming play, given by 
à cast of unusual merit.

There is a villain and he is ingenious and 
subtle. Only a skillful playwright could de- 
fea his plans and secure the triumph to 
virtue. 

One of these two stron e is Jack 
Paden, who has been AMA b, a crab- 
bed but sensible old father. Mr. Edwin 
Miiton Royle, who plays this part is the 
author of the piece. He is a young man of 
exceptional talent.

The Mail Room, in the Union Depot, 
Gutted by Fire. 


A FEW MINUTES MORE IT WOULD HAVE 


Been Serious—Operator Barnwell Has « 
Narrow HMscape—A Pretty Blaze 
Does Ugly Work. * 


The union depot came near being destroyed 
by fire a few minutes after midnight this 
A destructive broke out in the 
mailing room in the east end of the building 
at ten minutes past 12 o'clock this morning 
and was discovered by the watchman a few 
seconds later. 

The alarm was rung in by Patrolman 
Ozburn and a minute afterward the fire 
engines from No. 1 were on the spot. By 
the time they arrived a sharp tounge of 
figme hud burst out on the inside and was 
taking hold of everything within its reach. 
It looked at first as if a few moments would 
end the blaze, but each instant the fire grew 
redder and the blaze grew brighter. 

In five minutes the entire east end of the 
depot was enveloped in flames. The furious 
tongues of flame darted out windows and 
hissed and crackled as they ate upon the dry 
material. The fire had started in the mail- 
ing room and having a great quantity of 
pagers to feed upon, spread idly. 

stream of water was turned on the fire 
from within the 1 but it 1 liito 
effect so far as lessening the blaze was 
concerned. The flames seemed to flourish 
upon it and a great blaze burst from the 
outer windows and lighted up the street. 

In a few miutes the fire had grown to such 
proportions as to threaten a serious blase. 
A stream was turned on from the Wall 
street side, but even with the streams from 
without and within the fire seemed to 
no smaller. A third stream was turned on 
the fire from the roof of the depot and for 
several minutes the three streams played 
upon the burning building. After ten or 
fifteen minutes hard work the blaze began 
to disappear beneath the onslaught of the 
firemen and within three-quarters of an 
hour the fire was entirely extinguished: 

The fire made a bright scene, which was 
undred people, who 
were aroused by the sound of the fire bell. 
The cupola caught and was about destroyed. 
The damage is estimated at about three 
hundred dollars. 

The fire broke out in the mailing room 
and, as it was unoccupied at the time, the 
origin of it is unknown. Adjoining it is the 
telegraph office. Operator Barnwell was sit- 
ting at his table when the flames burst 
— the door and surrounded him. 
Stifled by the smoke and 2 M by the 
blaze, he started to spring m the win- 
dow, but some one called out to him to 
come down the stairway on the inside, which 
he did, reaching the floof not a moment 
too soon. The telegraph office was damaged 
to a considerable extent. 

The baggage room is immediately under-

INCENDIARIES IN JEFFERSON, 


Fire Bugs Have Been Getting in Their Work 
Near Louisville. 

Louisville, Ga., Mareh 15.—(Special.)— 
John Brinson, an industrious colored farm- 
er living about four miles from here, had 
his barn and stables burned last night. A 
valuable mule, together with a fine calf, 
was burned, as were wagons, harness, plows 
and plow gear, corn and fodder, in fact, 
he lost everything except bis dwelling which 
is some distance from the barn. 

This is the second act of incendiariam 
committed near Louisville in a week as Mr. 
John Bargainer, one of Jefferson county’s 
oldest, largest and most respected planters, 
living about six miles from here, lost his 
barn and stables, together with eight head 
of mules and horses, and his large barn 
which was full of fodder and corn.

Every street car line 
be required to pay the 
sum every year before 
its cars can touch the tracks 
line in the city willing to pay 
amount stipulated can have the use of 
the tracks. 

Immediately after the construction of 
the bridge was begun applications for per- 
mission to cross the bridge commenced 
pouring in to the general council. Every. 
railroad line in the city and some that up 
to that time had not been heard of asked 
for the right of way over the bridge. The 
members of the bridge committee were not 
slow in seeing that the passway was a 
valuable one and quickly decided to make 
slow hurry in granting any company the 
right to use the tracks. on 

A few days ago the committee on elec- 
tric and other railroads found its hands 
full of petitions for franchises and among 
other requests more than one company de- 
sired to pass over the bridge. Mr. Peters, 
chairman of the committee, and Mr. Hirsch, 
chairman of the committee on bridges, 
conferred and then agreed to have a joint 
session of the two committees. 

Both committees had work on hand at 

the city hall yesterday and after the two 
bodies had completed the tasks allotted 
by the petitions before them they came 
together to consider the question of cross- 
ing the bridge. The matter was given a 
thorough discussion by the members of the 
two committees and then a report was 
agreed upon and that report will be sub- 
mitted to the general council next Monday. 
The report suggests that every railroad 
crossing: the bridge be required to pay into 
the city treasury $1,000 a year. That is 
four per cent of $25,000, but any company 
so desiring can pay the city $25,000 in cash 
for which the city will agree to give a 
erpetual right to that comgany to fhe 
ridge—but no such contract shall be to 
the exclusion of any other railroad.. The 
members of the committee were of the 
opinion that any railroad company in the 
city could well afford to pay 4 per cent on 
$25,000 for the privilege of crossing the 
bridge. ‘ 

The railroad companies, however, do not 
like the charge and it is possible that they 
will make a big fight on the report when 
it is submitted next Monday. 

The New Bridge's Trouble. 


The bridge committee convened in the 
mayor’s office yesterday afternoon and 
every member was present. 

Mr. Mike Maher, the contractor for most 
of the work, and Mr. Grant Wilkins, the 
superintendent of the construction, were in 
attendance. ong other features of the 
work Mr. Maher contracted to do is the 
laying of the concrete and brick flooring. 
His bid on this work was $12,000 and the 
bridge is now ready for it to be done; but 
Mr. Maher does not seem to be anxious 
to go ahead with it, asserting that the 
contract has been a losing one all along 
with him. Before the committee he de-: 
clared that the work required certain things 
which he had forgotten to put in his bid 
and called upon Mr. Wilkins to tell how 
the work had been done. Mr. Wilkins 
said that Mr. Maher had asked him to 
approve more than one piece of the work 
which he world not do, because it was not 
up to specifications and contract. The com- 
mittee declined to take formal action on 
the matter and Mr. Maher will submit a 
paper to the general council next Monday. 

Wanted Street Car Franchises. 


The committee on electric and other: 
railroads met yesterday afternoon in the 
council chamber and listened to the oratory 
of attorneys representing 3 
wanting street car franchises. ere was 
a long list of them and the committee was 
kept busy a long time. The petitions — 
sented were the same printed in The Con- 
stitution esday morning and the work 
was so much that the committee failed to 
get through with it and adjourned to meet 
one day this week. 

The Street Committee. 


The street committee will meet this after- 
noon in the city hall and make a tour of 
inspection of the work which has been 
asked for by the people at the last meeting 
of the general ccuncil. 

The Water Board. 


The board of water commissioners con- 
vened in regular session in the office of 
the superintendent yesterday afternoon. 

The board awarded the contract for 
2.500 tons of coal for the waterworks to 
the Black Diamond Coal Company, of 
Knoxville, for $2.45 a ton. Mr. Joel 
Hurt was before the board and wanted 
the water consumets in the Equitable 
building to have the same water rate as 
the manufacturers, but the board declin- 
ed to grant the request and referred the 
matter to the city attorney.

SUCCESS OF A NOVEL 


The Mysterious Restoration from Deafness 
by an Unseen Vevice—Old Theories 


Successfully Applied. 


During the past few years there have 
been many rumors of the restoration in 
some mysterious way of the hearing of 
those ‘who were known to have been deaf 
for many years. This led ‘to an investiga- 
tion by those interested and it has been 
found that this happy change has been 
made by the use of q most simple, yet in- 
genius. device, which was invented by a 
gentleman in Bridgeport, Conn., named 
H. S. Wales. This device is the same 
to the ears as are glasses to the eyes, and 
is simply a soft rubber disc, arranged on a 
rubber spring, and so shaped that when 
mserted in the ear it will focus the waves 
of sound on the natural drum, thus increas- 
ing the vibrations of the latter. 

The possibilities of a device of this pa- 
ture have long been known, but the many 
attempts to use this knowledge have been 
such utter failures that it was considered 
beyond our present knowledge of the ear 
to make a practical instrument of the kind. 
Consequently, when this device was first 
invented not much attention was given 
the same, as it was thought to be merely 
an old enemy in a new dress; but gradual- 
ly this slight prejudice was dispelled, un- 
til, at the present time, most physicians 
and aurists look kindly upon the instrument 
‘and seem pleased at the success it is meet- 


At a recent interview Mr. Wales made 
the remarkable statement that, to his 
knowledge, the device which he calls sound 
disc, had never failed where relief was 


afterward obtained by any medical, surgical 


or mechanical means, excepting a powerful 
ear trumpet, which he says is more power- 
ful than his device. It would seem to be 
an ideal device for the deaf, as it is wan 
in the ear, out of sight, for months at a 
time, and, as far as we can learn, is pro 
nounced safe and comfortable for the pa- 
tient. Many times it has proven itself 
to be an advancement in the science of 
acoustics by relieving the most obstinate 
eases which had defied medical treatment 
for years. 

What may be the ultimate result of the 

use of this device—whether the results thus 
far obtained will warrant its use in such a 
variety of cases that it will stop the pro- 
gress of deafness in the future to. such 
an extent that it will avoid the use of 
ear trumpets we cannot say: but the desira- 
bility of a device of this nature, as regards 
its safety, its benefit and general comfort 
to the user none will’ : fail to admit.

The United States Grand Jury Finds 
“No Bill” lor Owens and Black. 
THE REDWINE INVESTIGATION STILL ON. 


The Hearing of the Central Trust Com- 
pany’s Pet tion Continued-A Num- 
ber of Moonshiners Sentenced. 


Horace Owens and H. H. Black, who 
were charged with having aided and abetted 
Lewis Redwine in the Gate City National 
bank defalcation, were released from Ful- 


ton county jail yesterday afternoon and 
now walk the streets free men. 

The manner in which they secured their 
freedom was through “a “no bill” returned 
by the United States grand jury. By this 
action the grand jury disposes of one branch 
of the Redwine case. 

But as yet nothing has been done with 
Redwine, and the grand jury seems to be 
plowing deep and not leaving a single spot 
unturned. 

The story of the arrest of Owens and 
Black is well known. They were taken be- 
fore United States Commissioner Gaston 
and were both bound over. The amount of 
Owens’s bond was placed at $5,000 and 
that of Black’s was set at $1,000. The 


evidence at the preliminary hearing seem- 


ed damaging to Owens, especially, but the 
friends of the two men were satisfied that 
they would make a proper showing at the 
right time. 

It was made to appear from the sworn 
testimony that Owens had been at a meet- 
ing of Redwine’s friends on the Sunday 
before the defaleation occurred, and had 
agreed to take Redwine in charge and keep 
him safely away frein the officers. All 
this evidence was strengthened by several 
remarks purporting, and sworn to have 
been made by Owens. 

Eleven Witnesses Testified Yesterday. 

The United States grand jury is going 
into the depths of the Redwine case, and 
in furtherance of this idea, there were 
eleven witnesses. 

The first witness was Mr. John Ryan, 
who was questioned in regard to a large 
sum of money which it is said that he with- 
drew a few days before the collapse. He 
stated that he took the action he did on 
the advice of his brother Steve. 

Mr. Harvey Johnson testified that he 
knew nothing ‘about any portion of the 
case. 

Mr. Daniel Rountree was the next wit- 
ness, but he did not testify, as he had been 
advised by United States Attorney Dar- 
nell, that he need not tell what he had 
learned in the capacity of a lawyer. 

Mr. Welborn Hill was the fourth wits | 
ness but merely went into the grand jury 
room and as quickly came out. He said 
that he knew nothing about the case. 

Mr. Stephen Ryan was asked why he 
had told his brother to take his money out 
of the Gate City bank. His reply was 
that there were rumors in the air. 

Mr. Joseph Gatins was asked if he had 
any especial meaning in the accompany- 
ing of Mr. Ryan to the bank. He merely 
went to the bank by request. 

Mr. Paul Romare was the next witness. 
It is presumed that his testimony was in 
regard to the condition of the Gate City 
bank. 

Mr. Jack Cohen was questioned by the 
grand jury about the habits of Redwine. 
He testified that they were very regular as 
far as he knew. Was in no position to 
tell how much money Redwine spent. 

Mr. Joseph Moody was a witness, and 
it is supposed that he was led upon to 
tell what he knew about a rumor that Red- 
wine had attempted to help scoop the At- 
lanta and Florida. It was learned that 
Redwine owns ten shares of that railroad’s 
stock. , 

Mr. Mack Marsh was asked about Red- 
wine's manner of livirg, and the expenses 
that he incurred. 

Mr. Frank C. Wheat told something 
about the affairs of the Gate City bank. 
He was the last witness. 

Redwine was at the federal building again 
yesterday, as a witness, but he did not testi- 
fy. He came up with his attorney, Mr. 
Thod Hammond, and the two remained in 
the weather bureau office. 

The grand jury adjourued yesterday af- 
ternoon until 10 0’clock this morning, when 
— Redwine investigation will be contin- 
ued. 

The Central Trust Company's Petition. 

The petition of the Central Trust Com- 
pany of New York for the appointment 
of a co-receiver came up before Judge New- 
man yesterday morning, but no action was 
taken except that of continuin the hear- 
ing — aturday week, the 25th of this 
month 

The petition is for a co-receiver, and prom- 
ises to be a battle royal and the cause may 
be a celebrated one before the matter is 
concluded. When the case was called this 
morning, the room of Judge Newman was 
crowded with lawyers representing different 
interests. A couple of attorneys from New 
York were present, and a representative of 
a Macon firm, Bacon iller, uus on 
hand. Judge Tompkins represented the 
Central Trust Company and Smith & Glenn 
the 8 committee. 

A number of mooshiners were sentenced 
yesterday by Judge Newman.
